"Full of players who can score goals" was how I described Alan Gane's 
team in the last edition of Chairboys Gas.

If it hadn't been for a careless 
piece of misjudgement of a high ball by Enfield's over-rated ‘keeper Andy 
Pape with 5 minutes left it would have been the winner as well. In Pape's 
defence I should acknowledge the fact that there was a strong wind 
blowing down the pitch — and while on the subject of Pape's defence, I can 
definitely say that Kirk Corbin would have fitted very easily into the 
England back four. Come to think of it, our Kirk could probably do a 
decent job in Bobby Robson's back four!

This month you may have already seen some of the papers discussed 
here, due to the recent spate of games against fairly local opposition. Of 
the others The South London Press did their usual piece on Tooting after 
our game their. ie. big enough to fit on a postage stamp and reading it 
you would have got the impression that it was a close game, if anything, 
Tooting deserving to win. 

You can normally expect to get a better standard of reporting in the 
Maidenhead Advertiser and this was the case when they covered the 
Vycombe/Marlow B&B game.

has teamed up with his former boss, Billy Smith, at Carshalton. Yeovil 
recently missed out on a place in the final of the A C Delco Cup, losing 
4-0 on aggregate to HENDON. Yeovil players, officials and supporters were 
made to travel twice to Hendon for the second leg as the Claremont Road 
pitch failed a late inspection due to flooding and the game was delayed 24 
hours. Yeovil lost both legs 2-0 with a crowd of 1,199 at Huish. 

Hendon‘s opponents in the A C Delco Cup Final will be BOGNOR REGIS 
TOWN who overcame Basildon 6-4 on aggregate after losing the first ieg at 
Bognor 2-1. ‘The Rocks' will provide a tough test for ‘The Blues’ in the 
final run-in to the season although manager Jack Pearce is now unable to 
call on the services of ex-Wanderer Josef Blochel. Joe was unable to find 
work in the area and accepted a three year contract with his former club 
in Sweden. Pearce has also lost John Crumplin, who has joined Brighton 
for a fee of £3,500 and ‘keeper Alastair Sperring due to work commitments. 
Bognor have also reached the final of the Sussex Senior Cup where they 
will play Arundel at the Goldstone Ground, Brighton. 

Their were problems for HITCHIN TOWN last month when they played 
WINDSOR & ETON at Top Field. Trailing 1-0 to a 52nd minute goal from Ian 
Richards, Hitchin defender Andy Paine sent a weak back pass to ‘keeper 
Tony Luff only for Royalist Selvin Campbell to intercept and make the 
score 2-0. Luff was obviously upset by the action of his defender and 
flattened him with one blow. The referee, Mr Tony Williams from Wycombe,

Windor's first away win of the season had come ten days early at a 
much improved WALTHAMSTOW AVEHUE side.

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ASON BY SEASON 1926-7 


SUMMARY by Steve Maguire. 

The 1926/27 season saw the Wanderers finish with their lowest points 
total since joining the Isthmian League six years earlier. Two unexpected 
wins in our last two games, over Nunhead and Dulwich, were just enough to 
save us from having to apply for re-election.  Dulwich were expected to 
finish higher in the league but they got behind with their league matches 
and were forced to play eleven games in the last two weeks of the season! 

There were a few encouraging results for ‘The Chairbays', who badly 
missed free scoring centre-forward Tommy Hinton who bad signed 
professional for Millwall, with wins over league leaders Leytonstone and 
The Casuals (their first home defeat of the season). On the debit side 
their were heavy defeats at the Civil Service, Ilford and Dulwich (where 
we had Meakes sent-off). We also suffered two heavy defeats against the 
Champions, St Albans, who beat us 6-2 at Loakes Park (they were 6-0 up at 
one stage) and 9-0 on their own ground. The real nightmare, however, was 
saved for the F A Cup where after a hard fought game with Botwell Mission 
(now Hayes) we again conceded nine goals without reply to Slough! 

In view of these results it was not too suprising that we had just one 
player in the Berks & Bucks representative side - ‘keeper Jim Kipping. It 
was thanks to Kipping's display that we were not beaten by a bigger 
margin in the County Cup at Maidenhead. 

Most critics tipped us to lose at home to Walthamstow Avenue when the 
Amateur Cup came around but two late goals from the visitors, who were 
well beaten, gave a rather false reflection of the game. We continued to 
upset the odds by seeing off a strong London Caledonians side that 
included five Amateur Internationales and the northern challenge of the 
works side, Chieton Colliery, before bowing out to the eventual cup 
winners, Barking. Our cup run was ended by a side that was unbeaten at 
home for fourteen months and after trailing by three goals, we managed to 
pull two goals back with the help of the backing of the many Vycombe 
supporters in the ground. 

The gate receipts at Barking were £169 from a crowd of over six 
thousand, but this was bettered by the figures from the Berks & Bucks 
Senior Cup Final which was played at Loakes Park on Easter Monday. 8,647 
paid £536 to see Slough beat Windsor. Easter was a busy time for the 
Club ~ on Good Friday a crowd of 3,957 saw Sands United beat Chalfont 
Wasps to win the Wycombe Challenge Cup, while on Easter Saturday 1,393 
spectators watched a game between Berks & Bucks Juniors and Worfolk 
Juniors also at Loakes Park.

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KIDDERMINSTER HARRIERS are the sole survivors from the 
GMVC in this season's F A Trophy. In their centenary 
season all that lies between The Harriers and a first ever 
Vembley visit is a two legged encounter with Farebam Town. 
Leading scorer Kim Casey recently hit his 32nd league goai 
CONFERENCE of the season compared to a total of 36 last season. 

On the league front SCARBOROUGH have taken over from Barnet as the new 
leaders of the GĦMVC following a record breaking run of 19 league games 
unbeaten stretching back to a 3-1 home defeat to Cheltenham Town on 
October 29 1986. The run is longest unbeaten sequence in the history of 
the Alliance and coincides exactly with the arrival of Kevin Blackwell in 
goal. Blackwell was signed by Boro' in October, ironically from Barnet 
where up to recently he had continued to train. Barnet manager Barry Fry 
put an end to his training at Underhill due to the embarassment that may 
have been caused if Blackwell were to be injured. Boro' manager Neil 
Warnock recently returned to his old club Burton Albion for a quarter- 
final tie in the GMAC Cup. A crowd of 2,391 saw Albion progress to the 
semi-finals by a 3-1 margin. 

BARNET had their worst month of the season when a 1-0 home defeat to | 
Fareham in the quarter-finals of the F A Trophy was followed by valuable 
GMVC points being dropped at Kettering (1-1), at home to Cheltenham (0-1) 
and at Runcorn (1-1).  Barnet's remaining fixtures are home games with 
Dagenham, Gateshead, Kettering and Stafford with visits to Bath, Stafford 
and Wealdstone completing their programme. Scarborough's run-in has home 
games with Runcorn, Welling and Weymouth and away fixtures at Bath, 
Kidderminster and Sutton United. 

At the other end of the table GATESHEAD, WELLING and FRICKLEY ATHLETIC 
look the favourites for the drop but don't rule out Nuneaton, Kettering or 
Wealdstone. WEALDSTONE's final five games are home to Barnet, Enfield and 
Kidderminster plus visits to Altrincham and Dagenham. 

Talk of ground moving and sharing schemes are currently at a high in 
both full and part-time football. Amongst those in the GMVC ready to move 
are NORTHVICH VICTORIA who look set to share Gresty Road, home of Fourth 
Division Crewe.  'The Vics' made desperate attempts to persuade the local 
council to purchase their Drill Field site and then lease it back to the / 
club. Earlier in the season the GMVC rejected a sharing with Winsford | 
United as Winsford's Barton Road Stadium fell short of GMVC standards. 
Crewe's ground is situated just over 10 miles from Northwich and ‘The 
Vics‘ will remain their for at least one season. 

WEALDSTOHE have also announced their intention to move to a new 
Stadium within the next two years. Their Lower Mead ground is placed in 
the centre of Harrow and has a market value of several million pounds. At 
present Lower Mead needs at least £150,000 spent to bring it up to 
Football League standard. The Aldenham bus depot in Elstree, approx. 6 
miles from Harrow, is rumoured to be a possible site for the new ground. 

Already on the move are WEYMOUTH whose new ground is well underway 
with the main stand now erected. The site of the new ground is the 
dissued Wessex Speedway Stadium, about two miles from their present 
headquarters at The Recreation Ground. On completion of the new ground, 
hopefully for the start of next season, the lucrative site will be used for 
a new Superstore built by Carter Commercial Developments.

THE sourHEnN Side and the continuation of AYLESBURY UHBHITED's remarkable 
FOOTBALL LEAGUE run of success has thrown the title race wide open. 

"Ihe Ducks' entered April with 12 league fixtures to complete with the 
addition of a replays in the Bill Dellow Cup with Vaterlooville on April 5, 
in the B&B with Slough Town on April 7 and with Maidstone in the GMAC Cup 
to look forward to. Playing three games a week for the remainder of the 
season Aylesbury take on Fisher at Buckingham Road on April 14 hoping to 
take revenge for a 2-1 reverse at Fisher during March. An attendance of 
just 357 witnessed that Saturday afternoon ‘top of the table’ clash at the 
Surrey Docks Stadium. Both Fisher and Aylesbury will find it difficult to 
reach the standards set by the GMVC ground grading regulations and the 
way may be left open for BROMSGROVE ROVERS or DARTFORD to step in. 
Fisher's work programme includes covering the side opposite the main 
stand, adding turnstiles, building a new boardroom and directors’ box and 
a adding a new toilet block. Aylesbury have recently fully opened their 
clubhouse but with a ground capacity of less than 3,000 and no terracing, 
facilities fall short of GMVC requirements. 

Promotion is far from the thoughts of FAREHAM TOWN who continued their 
remarkable F A Trophy run with a 1-0 success at Barnet at the Quarter- 
Final stage to enter a Semi-Final confrontation with Kidderminster 
Harriers. Both legs will take place on a Sunday with the second leg 
taking place at The Dell in preference to Fareham's Cams Alders ground. 

Also through to the Trophy Semi-Final from the Southern League are 
DARTFORD who overcame Nuneaton Borough before a 1,893 attendance at Manor 
Park. Dartford and Fareham are aiming ‘to become the first Southern League 
club to reach the Trophy Final since Kettering in 1979. 

Recent transfers in the Southern League are headed by the move of 
prolific scorer John Bartley from Maidstone to Chelmsford for a 
‘substantial four figure fee’. Moving away from New Writtle Street is 
Barry Silkman who has joined VOL Division One side Tilbury.

The Multipart League, formerly known as the Northern Premier League, 
announced at the beginning of March that ‘Multipart’ are not to continue 
their sponsorship of the league championship next season. The present 
economic difficulties and changes in the truck industry are the reasons for 
the withdrawal by Multipart who have sponsored the League for the past two 
seasons. With the expansion to two Divisions next season, giving a more 
extensive coverage in the North of England than ever before, the League are 
confident of concluding a deal with another sponsor soon. 

BURTON ALBION reached the semi-final stage of the F A Trophy for the 
second time in their history when they overcame Maidstone United, in a 
replay at Eton Park. Albion held the GMVC side to a 1-1 draw at London 
Road before a 1,659 gate before earning the chance to play Dartford in the 
two-legged semi-final with a 1-0 success at Burton in front of 3,136. 
Burton's last semi-final appearance came in 1975 when as a Southern League 
side they lost 2-1 over two-legs to the eventual winners Matlock Town. 

BANGOR CITY have now established themselves as firm favourites to gain 
promotion to the GMVC. City were founder members of the Alliance Premier 
in 1979 - finishing 9th in the inaugural season. The following season a 
bottom placing saw relegation before a quick return a year later as 
Champions of the NPL. A 13th placing in their return season was followed 
in 1984 with a unique 'double' of a runners-up spot in the F A Trophy and 
releagtion back to the HPL. Current manager, John Mahoney, has built a 
very strong squad that had four representatives in the recent England/Wales 
non-League international at Gloucester.
